An Act relating to and making, reducing, and transferring1

appropriations to state departments and agencies from2

the rebuild Iowa infrastructure fund, the technology3

reinvestment fund, the revenue bonds capitals fund, the4

revenue bonds capitals II fund, authorizing the issuance of5

revenue bonds, and providing for related matters.6

DIVISION I1

REBUILD IOWA INFRASTRUCTURE FUND2

Section 1. There is appropriated from the rebuild Iowa3

infrastructure fund to the following departments and agencies4

for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2010, and ending June5

30, 2011, the following amounts, or so much thereof as is6

necessary, to be used for the purposes designated:7

2. Revenue for the revenue bonds capitals II fund shall5

include but is not limited to the following, which shall be6

deposited with the treasurer of state or the treasurer of7

state’s designee as provided by any bond or security documents8

a. The net proceeds of bonds issued after July 1, 2010,10

pursuant to section 12.87 other than bonds issued for the11

purpose of refunding such bonds, and investment earnings on the12

net proceeds.13

b. Interest attributable to investment of moneys in the fund14

or an account of the fund.15

c. Moneys in the form of a devise, gift, bequest, donation,16

federal or other grant, reimbursement, repayment, judgment,17

transfer, payment, or appropriation from any source intended to18

be used for the purposes of the fund.19

3. Moneys in the revenue bonds capitals II fund are not20

subject to section 8.33. Notwithstanding section 12C.7,21

subsection 2, interest or earnings on moneys in the fund shall22

be credited to the fund.23

4. Annually, on or before January 15 of each year, a state24

agency that received an appropriation from the revenue bonds25

capitals II fund shall report to the legislative services26

agency and the department of management the status of all27

projects completed or in progress. The report shall include28

a description of the project, the work completed, the total29

estimated cost of the project, a list of all revenue sources30

being used to fund the project, the amount of funds expended,31

the amount of funds obligated, and the date the project was32

completed or an estimated completion date of the project, where33

applicable.34

DIVISION I —— REBUILD IOWA INFRASTRUCTURE FUND6

APPROPRIATIONS. This division appropriates project funding7

for FY 2010-2011 from the rebuild Iowa infrastructure fund,8

including projects for the departments of administrative9

services, cultural affairs, economic development, education,10

natural resources, and veterans affairs, and to the state board11

of regents and the treasurer of state.12

DIVISION II —— REBUILD IOWA INFRASTRUCTURE FUND —— GROW IOWA13

VALUES FUND. This division decreases the FY 2010-2011 standing14

appropriation from the grow Iowa values fund to the department15

of economic development from $50 million to $38 million and16

makes conforming changes to certain allocations. The division17

appropriates $38 million from the rebuild Iowa infrastructure18

fund to the grow Iowa values fund for FY 2010-2011.19

DIVISION III —— TECHNOLOGY REINVESTMENT FUND ——20

APPROPRIATIONS. This division appropriates project funding21

for FY 2010-2011 from the technology reinvestment fund for22

the departments of administrative services, corrections, and23

education, and the Iowa telecommunications and technology24

commission.25

DIVISION IV —— REVENUE BONDS CAPITALS FUND ——26

APPROPRIATIONS. This division appropriates project funding27

for FY 2010-2011 from the revenue bonds capitals fund for the28

departments of administrative services, corrections, and public29

defense, and the Iowa state fair.30

DIVISION V —— REVENUE BONDS CAPITALS II FUND ——31

APPROPRIATIONS. The division creates a revenue bonds capitals32

II fund. Revenue for the revenue bonds capitals II fund shall33

include but is not limited to the net proceeds of certain bonds34

issued by the treasurer of state on or after July 1, 2010,35
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interest attributable to investment of moneys in the fund or1

an account of the fund, and moneys in the form of a devise,2

gift, bequest, donation, federal or other grant, reimbursement,3

repayment, judgment, transfer, payment, or appropriation from4

any source intended to be used for the purposes of the fund.5

Annually, on or before January 15 of each year, a state agency6

that received an appropriation from the revenue bonds capitals7

II fund shall report to the legislative services agency and the8

department of management the status of all projects completed9

or in progress.10

This division transfers and17

appropriated moneys from the Iowa comprehensive petroleum18

underground storage tank fund created in Code section 455G.3 to19

the department of education for FY 2010-2011 to supplement a20

standing appropriation for four-year-old preschool.21

DIVISION VII —— CHANGES TO PRIOR YEAR APPROPRIATIONS. This22

division makes changes to prior year appropriations from the23

rebuild Iowa infrastructure fund for FY 2010-2011 for the24

departments of administrative services, corrections, economic25

development, public defense, and transportation, and the Iowa26

state fair and the state board of regents.27

DIVISION VIII —— MISCELLANEOUS CODE CHANGES. The division28

authorizes the treasurer of state to issue and sell bonds29

in amounts which provide aggregate net proceeds of not more30

than $150 million for purposes of the Iowa jobs program31

established in Code section 16.194 and for qualified projects32

in the departments of economic development, education, natural33

resources, and transportation, and the Iowa finance authority34

and the state board of regents.35
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The division eliminates the standing FY 2010-2011 $101

million appropriation from the rebuild Iowa infrastructure fund2

to the secure an advanced vision for education (SAVE) fund.3

The division reduces the FY 2010-2011 standing appropriation4

from the rebuild Iowa infrastructure fund to the environment5

first fund from $42 million to $35 million.6

The division appropriates $10 million from the rebuild Iowa7

infrastructure fund to the technology reinvestment fund for FY8

2010-2011.9

The division makes changes to Code section 8.57 relating10

to the distribution of wagering tax allocations for purposes11

of pledging a revenue stream for revenue bonds issued on or12

after July 1, 2010, authorized under the bill. In addition,13

the division makes changes to Code section 123.53 relating to14

the beer and liquor control fund to provide for a secondary15

source of revenue funding for the revenue bonds relating to the16

revenue bonds federal subsidy holdback fund.17

The division creates a revenue bonds federal subsidy18

holdback fund comprised of the wagering tax revenues required19

to be deposited in the fund, interest attributable to20

investment moneys in the fund, and any other moneys from any21

other sources which may be legally available to the treasurer22

of state for the purpose of the fund. The moneys in the23

revenue bonds federal subsidy holdback fund are appropriated24

and shall be used or transferred to the revenue bonds debt25

service fund solely for the purpose of making payments of26

principal and interest on the federal subsidy bonds when due,27

if the treasurer of state or the treasurer’s designee has not28

received a federal subsidy scheduled to be received for such29

payment by the due date. The moneys on deposit in the revenue30

bonds federal subsidy holdback fund are required to be used31

or transferred to the revenue bonds debt service fund solely32

for the purpose of making payments of principal and interest33

on federal subsidy bonds prior to any use or transfer of34

moneys on deposit in any bond reserve fund created for such35
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federal subsidy bonds by the treasurer of state. At any time1

during each fiscal year that there are moneys on deposit in2

the revenue bonds federal subsidy holdback fund that are not3

needed to pay principal and interest on federal subsidy bonds4

during such fiscal year, all moneys on deposit in the revenue5

bonds federal subsidy holdback account shall be credited to6

the general fund.
